The meeting was opened at nine o’clock and the War- 
rent read by the Moderator.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 to 
defray Town Charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 3 


Voted to table article 3 until action was taken on article 
16. 


Article 16 


Voted unanimously to appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$11,300 for the purpose of making improvements to the 
following Class V Roads within the Town; (Road +63 
South Road) such Sum to be raised through the issuance of 
Bonds or Notes under and in compliance with the provisions 
of Chapter 31, Laws of 1953, and to authorize the Select- 
men to determine the date and place of payment of such 
Bonds or Notes, and to determine the rate of Interest 
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thereon, and to take such steps as may be necessary to 
negotiate such Bonds or Notes as shall be to the best inter- 
ests of the Town of Sullivan.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,500 for 
building and maintaining highways and bridges for the year 
ensuing.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $368.72 for 
Town Road Aid. 


Article 5 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 for 
the Winter maintenance of Highways.

Voted to pass over article 6. 


Article 7 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $55.00 for 
the support of the Public Library. 
Article 8 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $20.00 for 
Memorial Day. 
Article 9 


Voted to authorize the Selectmen to take from general 
funds an amount not exceeding $50.00 for any organization 
desiring to run an Old Home Day.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $350.00 for 
the Fire Company. 
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Article 12 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for 
fire protection.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $205.00 for 
the Aid of the Elliot Community Hospital. 


Article 14 


Voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 15 


Voted by ballot to pass over Article 15. The whole 
number of votes given in was 46. Yes 37 No 9 


Article 17 


Voted by ballot to authorize the Selectmen to sell the 
Town Pound. Whole number of votes given in was 41. Yes 
13 No 28 


Article 18 
Voted to accept the Reports of Agents, Auditors, or 
Committees as printed in the Town Report. 


Article 19 


Voted by ballot to have the Minutes of the Town Meet- 
ing printed in the Annual Town Report. Whole number 
of votes given in was 438. Yes 34 No 9Q. So declared by 
the Moderator. 


Voted that this Meeting be dissolved.

3. To see what sums of money, including that required by 
law, the Town will raise and appropriate for building and main- 
taning highways and bridges for the year ensuing. 


4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $366.96 for Town Road Aid, the State’s share to be $2,446.38, 


5. To see what sums of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Winter Maintenance of highways, 


6. To ‘see if the Town will raise or borrow and appropri- 
ate any money for the purchase or hire of equipment for use on 
the highways or take any action relating thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money, including that required by 
law, the Town will raise and appropriate for the support of the 
Public Library. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any money 
for Memorial Day, or take any action thereon. 


9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any money 
for Old Home Day, or take any action thereon. 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50.00 for the Monadnock Region Association. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the fire company or take any action thereon. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for other fire protection, or take any action thereon. 
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13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00, to be used in co-operation with State and 
Federal funds for the control of White Pine Blister Rust, within 
the confines of the Town. 


14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $230.00, for the aid of the Elliot Community Hospital of 
Keene, New Hampshire, or take any action thereon. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


16. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors or Committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action thereon, 


17. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the said meeting.
